Wednesday being decoration 
•day and a legal holiday, it was 
more generally celebrated than 
usual. The Post Office, Banks 
and other public buildings were 
closed, and the children of the 
public schools were given a holi¬ 
day. In the morning the colored 
people formed a procession com¬ 
posed of boys from the City 
School, Geo. W. Monroe Post, 
G. A. R., and citizens in carriages, 
headed by a brass band and ac¬ 
companied by a drum corps, and 
marched through the streets and 
to the far cemetery, where the 
ritualistic ceremonies of the G. A- 
R. were gone through with, 
the graves of the colored soldiers 
buried there decorated with 
flowers, and addresses appropriate 
to the occasion delivered by Revs. 
J. W. Frazier, J. W. Hawkins, 
Rev. Hathaway. 

In the afternoon at 3 o’clock 
another procession was formed at 
the U. S. Custom House, headed 
by the drum corps and composed 
of a detachment of militia, who 
acted as firing squad, A. G. 
Bacon Post, G. A. R., Frankfort 
Cornet Band, Uniform Rank of 
Dexter Lodge, K. of P., Capital 
Lodge, No. 6, I. O. O. F., forty- 
four little girls in wagons, each 
representing different States, 
followed by the orator of 
the day, Gen. D. W. Lindsey, ac¬ 
companied by Judge W. H. 
Sneed, in a carriage; then came 
the ladies of the Flower Commit¬ 
tee and others in carriages. 

The procession moved north on 
St. Clair to Main and east on 
Main to the cemetery, where the 
following programme was carried 
out.

2. Reading General Order by 
Adjutant of A. G. Bacon Post. 

3. Services by Post Commander. 

4. Music by the Choir. 

5. Prayer by the Chaplain. 

6. Address by General D. W. 
Lindsey. 

7. Services by the Commander 
of the Post. 

8. Officer of the Day strewing 
the first flowers. 

9. Services by the Chaplain. 

10. Firing of Salute by militia. 

11. Hymn by Choir. 

12. Benediction. 

The graves of all the Federal 
soldiers buried ’in the cemetery 
were then decorated with flowers 
by the forty-four little girls under 
the direction of the Flower Com¬ 
mittee, after which Tattoo and 
Retreat were sounded by the drum 
corps, when the procession re-

The meeting ot the State League

It is with a Hgh of infinite relief 
that we write Jinia over against the 
record of crime, hypocrisy and pollu¬ 
tion which has been dragging its ful¬ 
some slime through our courts and 
through our press for the past six 
weeks. 

Nor is that feeling of relief due to 


the fact that Colonel Breckinridge 
has been found guilty. He did not 
need the verdict of twelve men to de¬ 
clare him guilty. His sentence had 
been pronounced by a deeper, a more 
unmistakakable voice. Out of his 
own mouth the mind and conscience 
of the American people had judged 
him, and though the jury had unani¬ 
mously acquitted, that judgment 
would not have been reversed. 

It is without doubt u cause for pro¬ 
found thankfulness that the jurors 
spoke so clear and swift a sen¬ 
tence; that the guilty man receives 
condemnation at the court of jus¬ 
tice as well as at the tribunal of 
public opinion, but our chief cause 
for rejoicing to-day lies in the tact 
that any verdict has been pronounced; 
that the trial is ended; that this mass 
of moral corruption can no longer 
flaunt its insistent existence in the 
sight of high heaven; that being of 
the earth, earthy; of death, deathly; 
of prutrefaction, prutrid; it may at 
least be consigned to its only true 
environment, the charnal house of 
•oblivion. 

We shall not undertake to review 
the disgusting details of the case. 
We speak to a consistency which 
•does not come under Judge Bradley’s 
sweeping indictment against human 
“buzzards.” The Union Signal wonld 
have its readers “of too pure eyes to 
behold iniquity,” save as the Son of 
Man beheld it, that through behold¬ 
ing, he might? redeem from it. If 
there were in this case no lessons of 
value to us in our work “for God and 
Home and Humanity,” we surely 
should not touch upon it. Because 
we believe there are such lessons we 
dare the “descent into Hades,” and 
strange to say, the lessons we find 
are chiefly of encouragement and 
•cheer. First, we learn that there is 
a sure growth in the public mind re¬ 
garding the one moral standard for 
men and women. Whatever may be j 
ones individual opinion as to the con¬ 
duct of the associated press in send¬ 
ing the details of the case broadcast 
over the land, there can be but one 
opinion as to the manner in which 
those details have been received. 

The American people almost to a j 
unit have condemned Colonel Breck-! 
inridge’s defence ao unworthy of! 
manhood. It is not the women ofj 
our nation alone who have denounced ; 
Colonel Thompson’s detestable as- I 
sumption that the defendant was on 1 
trial for a universal sin. The men, | 
not primarily of the churches, but ! 
men of the world, men of the secular 
press, men of the Union League Club, 
men high and low, have cried out 
against it as a personal insult. 

Not the women of our nation alone, 
but the men as well, have risen to 
thank and bless Judge Wilson for his 
clear, unfaltering statement that 
there is but one code of moral purity 
for men and women alike. To those 
-who have watched this trial with the ; 
memory of an instance not a decade 
ago, when charges of a somewhat 
similar nature were brought against 
an aspirant for public honors, the 

1 growth of sentiment upon this line 
s nothing less than phenomenal. 
Surely it presages the dawning of a 
brighter day. 

The second lesson is of like nature, 
but is one which dlls us with a still 
gladder surprise, and it consists in the 
fact that we seem to be approaching 
a day in the world’s history when the 
man more than the woman is to re¬ 
ceive public condemnation, if it be 
•clearly proven that he, more than 
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she, is responsible for guilt. Madeline 
Pollard has not posed as a saint. ’ We 
bave no desire to lessen her manifest 
sinfulness. A disgraced woman, 
guilty in the sight of God and man, 
pitiful to a degree which God only 
can know, but which those who see 
■God most clearly because “pure in 
heart” can dimly apprehend—she 
■stands to-day. God himself cannot 

f 'ive back to her that which she has 
ost. Eternity cannot restore what she 
basso wantonly thrown away. This we 
all know; this is the erthodox stand¬ 
point from which the “fallen woman” 
has been viewed since the world 
began. We would not have her 
viewed otherwise. Not a mistaken 
■condoning but a true valuation of 
woman’s sin can alone bring 
to her salvation from sin. But in this 
trial, side by side with the “fallen 
-woman” there has appeared a new 
factor—the “fallen man”—and behold 
we find that he is regarded as an 
object of greater abhorrence than is 
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There are other minor lessons to be 
gathered from this trial. To us, these 
three are are the pivotal ones, and we 
rejoice that they are brought out in 
such unmistakable colors. Surely, 
however deep the depths of depravity 
revealed by this trial, there is hope 
for the race. We have long known 
that “A curse from the heart of 
womanhood is very bitter and salt 
and good,” but when that curse shall 
be increased in volume and intensity 
by one equally “bitter and salt ana 
good,” welling up from the heart of 
manhood and directed against all 
false and debasing moral standards, 
against all impurity and unrighteous¬ 
ness everywhere—then the end of 
the curse shall be forever attained; 
and in the light of the new city 
“decendingout of Heaven from God,” 
“every curse shall be no more.” 
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she. The public mind actually dis¬ 
criminates between the proportionate 
guilt of the man of fifty; the husband
